HERE .may be no necessity for sending special 
representatives of this government to King 


Edward's coronation next summer. We have had 
very litt!«:in common with royal performances in. 
this country; tbe idea has rather been of Democrat- 
ic simplicity . The tendency a ivay from it. howev- 
er, bas btcn pretty strong since Hanna became, the 
master of ceremonies and there are indications thai 
there will be no "right-fbout, face," under Lodge 
and Roosevelt In that respect. 
We have diplomat- 


ic representatives in Ungland who are competent.to. 
repres*nt the government in any and .all ways -that 
•ay be required or desirable to have it represented, 
officially or socially. 
The relations between, .the 


two countries arc rather more cordial .th'nn they. 
kave been for a long time, perhaps rooreso than ev- 
er since our nation began. 
Other nations are to
